22.—Extensive 
discussions of 
international . affairs 
is expected to develop in the Senate 
as a result of a proposal Thursday 
by Senator Borah for an international 
conference 
to 
consider 
economic, 
financial and business problems, 
in­ 
cluding German reparations, as' well 
as reduction of land, sea and aerial 
armaments. 
Senator Borah offered his plan as 
-an amendment 
to 
the $350,000,000 
naval appropriation bill, which was 
reported to the Senate Thursday for 
preliminary consideration today. 
He 
proposed that the President be asked 
to call 
an 
international 
economic 
and disarmament conference, instead 
of a conference merely to deal 
with 
limitations of naval 
vessels 
under 
10,000 tons and military 
and naval 
aircraft, as provided in the bill 
as 
passed by the House. 
In offering his 
amendment 
as 
a 
substitute for the 
House provision, 
Senator Borah declared 
world 
eco­ 
nomic conditions 
required immediate 
action looking to 
the 
restoration of 
trade and establishment of sound fi- 
i nancial and business conditions. 
With refcrnce to armaments, the 
Borah amendment includes the House 
bill’s provisions as to naval vessels 
under 10,000 tons and aircraft until 
its provision 
for

land and sea armaments. 
Senator Borah’s amendment caused 
general surprise in view of his strong 
opposition in the past to American 
participation in 
European problems.

Washington, Dec. 22.—The move to 
extend American aid in adjusting the 
reparations disagreement in Europe 
has reached a stage wrhere a definite 
plan of action may be decided on in 
the near future. 
As it now is under consideration, 
the proposal contemplated appoint­ 
ment of an American commission to 
study* economic and industrial condi­ 
tions in Germany and to fix the total 
of reparations which the German Gov­ 
ernment may reasonably be expected 
to pay. 
Germany and British Agree 
Although all discussion of the pro­ 
ject has been of an unofficial charac­ 
ter, it is the undeistanding in author­ 
itative circles here that both Great 
Britain and Germany are willing to 
accept the award of such a commis­ 
sion. 
On the part of France, discussions 
are understood to be in progress at 
Paris 
between 
Premier 
Poincare 
and certain German captains of in­ 
dustry looking to the feasibility of 
the American Commission plan, but 
a decision is regarded as likely be­ 
fore the Council of Allied Premiers 
reassembles to discuss reparations on 
January 2. 
No Formal Note 


American State Department officials 
will not talk about details of the move. 
While some officials at the Department 
Thursday denied the story entirely, 
others indicated that the discussions 
could not properly be considered to 
have reached the stage of “negotia­ 
tions” and that publisher! reports that 
Great Britain had sent a formal note 
accepting the Commission plan were in 
I error. 
! 
For reasons which officials would 
not explain, the conversations have 
been kept in an entirely unofficial and 
informal stage from their beginning 
several weeks ago in an exchange of 
views 
between 
German 
industrial 
leaders and the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States, as rep­ 
resenting American industry. 
Caused Sensation 


The first hint of these exchanges, 
which explain statements as to Ameri­ 
can activity made recently at the 
White House and elsewhere, came in 
j an Associated Press dispatch Wednes­ 
d a y night from London. 
The infor­ 
m a tio n it contained caused somewhat 
of a sensation here, since only some 
of the higher officials of the Govern­ 
ment had known the real significance 
of the mysterious moves in progress 
during recent weeks.
